HOMELESS MEN. 


The rocont- cold weather and 
the finding of sevoral doad bodies 
of Chineso vagrants has again 
brought up what we might torm 
tho otornal subject of, our homo- 
loss hundreds. Wo trust that 
now the matter is actually con- 
nocted with fatalitios omong 
theso sleopors in tho opon, the 
public conscience, otherwise so 
Bhortlived, will be roused suffici- 
ontly to keap the subjoct before 
it until some provision? be made 
for tho relief of the people con- 
corned. We brought this ques- 
tion up more than a yoar ago— 
we pointed out how many poorer- 
class Chinese coolios could baroly 
earn a living wage, in many 
casos not quite enough for tho 
propor amount of. food thoir 
bodies demanded, so that .thoro 
wos ‘no margin loft for a bed, 


‘}and thoy ‘slopt as bost they 


could in verandahs ond on 
wharves, wrapped up in sacking 
and. mats. A mombor of our 
staff, aftor a special tour of the 
wholo city one night, drow what 
wo hoped was o moving word 
picturo of the conditions under 
which those men obtaincd some 
rost after a doy of brutalising 
toil. As wo pointed out then, 
theso Chinese wero not criminals 
80 long as they could oarn somo- 
thing honostly, and thoy strug- 
gled on from week to weok 
baroly kooping body. ond soul 
togothor, 


Unfortunately, that appeal 
The mat- 
ter was brought up in the Log- 
{slative Council in Juno, last 
yoar, by tho Hon. Sir Honry 
Pollock, and the following solf- 
explanatory paragraphs oro from 
the local Hansard. The acting 
Colonial Socrotary said, in roply ; 
ne furthor imattor to 
which I v 


it would oreate o vory wrong 
improssion. Thoso who have 
hod experionco of this. town at 
night or havo Bad‘anything to do 
with tho Polico, will support mo 
—and I am sure’ the Chinoso 
mombors will agroo—whon J say 
that in tho hot wonthor a vory 
large ‘proportion of tho people 
living in Chinose tonoments 
profor to liye in tho. streets, be- 
cause of the hout within doors.” 
The Chinoso Unofliciuls support- 
ad this viow. 


In face of such statements, 
and owing to the obvious - fact 
that many Chinese tonoment- 
dwellers lounge ont of .doors on 
hot nights, the cuse of tho 
smullor proportion who are 
obliged to sloep hy the roadside 
even in winter wos obscured, -We 
maintain that ovon if their num- 
bors are not vory largo, somo- 
thing should be dono for them, 
Anyone who has roally intorost- 
od himself in the matter will 
know thot this “ living in 
vorandahs if an ostablished 
practice among miserably poor 
odd-job workers, Only the othor 
day a- local murder caso 
omphasised this—the murderod 
man was acripple who oarned a 
bare existence by. Jooking after 
the rags and sacking of his 
fellow unfortunatce while thoy 
woro out all day picking up 
work, What a harrowing sido- 
light on tho life of our homeless 
poor! We hopo this appeal to 
the humanity of the ‘fortunately- 
placed rosidents of ‘this Colony 
will not be in vain. Private 
charity, with official encourayo- 
ment, should bo able to provide 
some sheltor for those who need 
it--even matshod structures with 
rough woodon bunks, in different 
parts of Hongkong and tho main- 


lund, would guflivo. We can 


‘quite seo that difficulties might 


arise, such as tho problom of die- 
criminating - between genuine 
casos and those looking for freo 
homes, but that is no reason for 
further .ignoring the fact that 
thoro are scores of honest toilers 
in this Colony who have to sleep 
in the stroots every night,- 


Dangerous Deportees. 


Tho startling occurrence on 
board-the 8.8. Apoey, in which ao 
Chineso dvportse from Saigon 
mado a savage assault on a 
young Chinose woman ‘and finally 
bad to be shot by the Captain of 
the vessel, has again givon rise 
to much comment in local mari- 
timo circles regarding the unfair 
rosponsibility placed on ship's 
officors on tho southorn coastal 
run. Irom Singapore, Bangkok, 
Saigon and other southern ports 
therc is somothing like a constant 
stream of undosirable Chinese 
rapscallions being shipped back 
to Canton ond othor places, and 
theso men are put aboard 
ordinary coastal vessels on whioh 
they come-under the care of tho 
ship's personnel. Tho mon aro, 
in somo casos, takon on board in 
chains but a8 soon as thoy havo 
beon embarked bythe authorities 
at the port of doparture, tho 
chains aro removed and rotained 
for tho next batch. Mixing 
with the ordinary dock passongersa 
they are hard _ td - identify 
and o great strain und rospons-. 
ibility is thrown on ghips’ 
officors in consequence. Many 
an instance could bo recited 
in which an officer has 
had to ondangor himself in ordor 
to keep control, whilst thoro have 
boon many casos in which do- 
portocs havo run amok among tho 
paseongers. On roaching Hong- 
kong they are taken over by tho 


police, but whilst on the journey |i 


thoy aro in the hands of ships’ 
officors and it is only natural 
that those officers should object. 
It bas boon suggosted’ to us 
that deportoes should ‘bo in the 
care of police all the way, such 
police to bo provided by tho 
authorities of the port from 
which the-men are boing sont; 
and furthor, that spoofal and 
separate accommodation should 
bo provided: on board for thom. 
seem to bo bute re
